SYNOPSIS 


On February 12, 2015, at approximately 0023 hours, Deputy John Lested and his partner 
Deputy Tareq Abdulfattah, unit 73A, responded to a burglary in progress call in the area 
of El Molino Avenue, cross of East Sacramento Street, in the city of Altadena. Upon their 
arrival to the area, along with other assisting Altadena units, they located Suspect Marcus 
Suspect McGlothurn crouched down and hiding behind two vehicles parked on the west 
side of El Molino Avenue 


Deputy Lested, along with other Altadena deputies, made contact with Suspect 
McGlothurn, and ordered him to show his hands. Deputy Lested said Suspect 
McGlothurn stood up with his hands partially in the air, then suddenly dropped his hands 
towards his waistband. Deputy Lested said Suspect McGlothurn brought his hands up 
with a dark object in his left hand, causing Deputy Lested to fear that Suspect McGlothurn 
was armed. Deputy Lested fearing for his life, fired one round at Suspect McGlothurn, 
striking his clothing, but not his person. Suspect McGlothurn fell to the ground and was 
taken into custody. Deputy Lested said he noticed several items laying on the ground 
near Suspect McGlothurn, including a black Apple iPod (nano) which was near his left 
hand. 


INCIDENT 


This incident began with an informant contacting the Altadena Sheriffs Station via a 
transfer from the Pasadena Police Department. The informant described to the 
dispatcher that a male black, with army pants and a black “hoodie” (Suspect McGlothurn) 
was breaking into vehicles and tried to get into his vehicle as well. Additionally, while 
speaking to the dispatcher the informant told the dispatcher Suspect McGlothurn had just 
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broken into another vehicle (see Exhibit G for radio traffic and Altadena Station phone 
calls during this incident).

She was re-interviewed by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators and stated she heard the shot (see 
transcribed interview and summary of that interview below). 


Altadena units 73A (Deputies Lested and Abdulfattah) and 71 (Deputies Scarbrough and 
Winters) were authorized to respond to the location Code-3 regarding a Burglary Now 
call. In addition, Altadena units 72 (Deputy Matthews), 72A (Deputy Garcia), 73 (Deputy 
Moore and Reserve Deputy McFarland) and 71A/P (Deputy Hardison and Reserve 
Deputy Giraco) responded to the area to assist in apprehending the burglary suspect. 


Units arrived in the area of El Molino Avenue north of Sacramento Street, with units 73A, 
72, and 71 driving onto El Molino Avenue from the south, while units 71A/P and 73 drove 
down EI Molino Avenue from the north. 


As unit 73 arrived on scene, Deputy McFarland saw Suspec lothurn crouched down 
behind two vehicles on the west side of the street, in front of Е! Molino Avenue, with 
his hands near his waistband. Deputy McFarland gave orders to Suspect McGlothurn to 
get his hands up, but Suspect McGlothurn was not responding to these commands. As 
additional personnel exited their vehicles, Deputy Abdulfattah began to yell out to the 
other personnel walking south, to watch their crossfire, which prompted Deputies Moore, 
Giraco and McFarland to seek cover behind a radio car east of Suspect McGlothurn and 
out of the line of fire of personnel coming from the north, on El Molino Avenue 


Deputies Scarbrough and Winters, who had stopped their vehicle on EI Molino, 
approximately parallel with the parked cars Suspect McGlothurn was hiding behind, 
exited their vehicle and began giving Suspect McGlothurn commands to show his hands. 
Deputy Scarbrough said he (Deputy Scarbrough) was crouched down in such a way, that 
he had a clear view of Suspect McGlothurn through the window of the second vehicle. 
He said Suspect McGlothurn had his hands up at about shoulder height, and was 
standing. Deputy Scarbrough said Deputy Lested was now giving commands to 
Suspect McGlothurn, so Deputy Scarbrough holstered his weapon, and began to move to 
the rear of the vehicle, with the intention of going around to handcuff Suspect McGlothurn. 
Deputy Scarbrough said he heard Deputy Lested tell Suspect McGlothrun to put his 
hands up in a more forceful way, which made him (Deputy Scarbrough) stop and begin to

retreat from behind the second vehicle. Deputy Scarbrough said within seconds of his 
retreat he heard a gunshot. 


Deputy Winters said he saw Suspect McGlothurn with hands in the air, and saw that 
Suspect McGlothurn had a dark object in his left hand. Deputy Winters said he saw 
Suspect McGlothurn lowers his hands toward the ground when he heard a gunshot. 


Deputy Lested said he parked his patrol vehicle near two parked cars „Жа Molino 
Avenue and saw a few deputies out in front of his vehicle. After exiting his vehicle he 
heard Deputy Abdulfattah yell out to watch for crossfire and additionally heard other 
deputies yelling, “Show me your hands." Deputy Lested did not immediately draw his 
weapon and did not see who the deputies were yelling commands to. Deputy Lested 
was unaware Suspect McGlothurn was behind the two parked vehicles when he moved 
west towards the sidewalk. Suspect McGlothurn stood up from behind the two vehicles, 
startling Deputy Lested, with his hands about shoulder height, then started to go down 
into a crouch. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lested described this action by Suspect McGlothurn as 
“tucking” or "folding" his body over. 


Deputy Lested yelled to Suspect McGlothurn to show his hands, because he said 
Suspect McGlothurn's hands were going toward his waist, and he began to draw his duty 
weapon at this time. Deputy Lested said Suspect McGlothurn came back up with 
something in his left hand and he feared Suspect McGlothurn had armed himself. He 
fired one round at the suspect from his Smith & Wesson М&Р9 duty weapon, striking 
Suspect McGlothurn's clothing on his left side near his hip area. Deputy Lested's shot 
came from his left hip area (hip shot) and he estimated he was 15-20 feet away from 
Suspect McGlothurn. He said he shot from the hip position because he felt Suspect 
McGlothurn had armed himself, he was startled and scared, and felt Suspect McGlothurn 
had the "jump" on him. Deputy Lested said he did not accidentally discharge his 
weapon. 


After the round was fired, Suspect McGlothurn immediately fell to the ground on his back 
and several deputies moved to Suspect McGlothurn's location, including Deputy Lested. 
Deputy Lested observed several items laying around Suspect McGlothurn, including a 
black iPod (nano) near Suspect McGlothurn's left hand (see pictures in Exhibit F and 
Crime Lab Sketch and Evidence List in Exhibit D). 


Deputy Lested checked Suspect McGlothurn for injuries, handcuffed him and Deputy 
McFarland searched Suspect McGlothurn while Deputy Lested stepped away from the 
Situation. Suspect McGlothurn was not found to be armed with a gun, but did have a 
pocket knife in his possession, which was found on his person by Deputy McFarland (see 
Exhibit F) during his search. 


IAB Note: Suspect McGlothurn said in his Internal Affairs Bureau 
interview that he had nothing in his hands during this incident and that the 
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iPod (nano) fell out of his jacket p: he fell to the ground. In his 
interview with Altadena ooo ш Phillippi, Suspect 
McGlothurn seemed to contradict himself when he said about the iPod 
(nano), "I had it in my hand — well, no. It was like -- yeah, it fell out of my 
pocket." (see page 25 of Suspect McGlothurn's transcribed interview with 
the above detectives.) Later in this same interview with Altadena 
Detectives, Suspect McGlothurn stuck to his story, saying he had nothing in 
his hands. 


Several citizens in the neighborhood were contacted by both Internal Affairs and on 
scene patrol personnel. No one purported to have witnessed the shooting, however 
there were a few who said they heard it (see witness statements below and in Exhibit A). 
Additional Information 

Deputy Abdulfattah, during the initial coordination of the burglary in progress, requested 


that a Sheriff's Department aero unit respond to the call, but he was advised that none 
were available. A request for a Pasadena City aero unit was made and Pasadena

interviewed by the Internal Affairs Bureau. Both Pasadena Officers stated they did not 
see the shooting and did not see the deputies make contact with Suspect McGlothurn. 
Forensic Identification Specialist Il Edna Roches AEB sponded to the crime scene. 
She took photographs (Exhibit F) and sketched the location and collected evidence 
(Exhibit D). 


Round Count 


Deputy Lested was contacted at 0804 hours, at the Altadena Sheriff's Station by 


Sergeants Patrick Mannion and Catrina Khasaempanth from the, al Affairs Bureau, 
to collect his duty weapon (Smith and Wesson M&P 9mm, #MAI and turn it over to 
Forensic Identification Specialist 11 Edna Roches This contact was recorded 


and uploaded into Dictaphone under job #46015. 


Deputy Lested’s weapon contained 1 bullet (round) in the weapon chamber and 16 
bullets (rounds) in the weapon magazine. (See Laboratory Examination Report in 
Exhibit C). This weapon's round capacity is 18 rounds, which includes 17 rounds in the 
magazine and 1 in the chamber.

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Deputy Lested said on the night of this incident he was working 73A, with his partner 
Deputy Abdulfattah, when they responded Code-3 to a burglary in progress call. Deputy 
Lested said he was the driver, and they responded from the 7-Eleven at Altadena Drive 
and Washington Boulevard. He said they coordinated with other responding units and 
they (73A) came into the area from Sacramento west of Lake Avenue. 


Deputy Lested said as they travelled west on Sacramento Street they saw someone 
standing in the street, approximately 100 yards past El Molino and thought it 
could be the suspect. After contacting the individual (Witness; , who was flagging 
them down, they were made aware the suspect (Suspect McGlothurn) went north on El 
Molino Avenue. Deputy Lested said he put the patrol car in reverse and Deputy 
Abdulfattah redirected units to that area. 


Deputy Lested said he went in reverse all the way back to El Molino Avenue, then drove 
north. He said more patrol vehicles were now in the area, some coming southbound 
from Alameda Street, and he d his patrol vehicle near two vehicles that were 
parked on the west curb line | Molino Avenue). He said he could see a few 
deputies out in front of him, so he and Deputy Abdulfattah exited their vehicle. He said 
Deputy Abdulfattah yelled out "Watch for crossfire,” so Deputy Lested did not immediately 
draw his weapon, and he recognized he did not have a good backdrop as well. Deputy 
Lested said the other deputies on the call were yelling "Show me your hands," but he 
could not see who they were calling commands to, and no one told him the suspect was 
behind the car. 


Deputy Lested said he was not sure if the suspect was behind the two cars (he had pulled 
up to) or in the yard adjacent to him, and said it was dark with a lot of shadows. He said 
the deputies were still calling out commands, but were now drifting east of him, in the 
middle of the street, out of his backdrop. He said he started to move west towards the 
parked cars, when Suspect McGlothurn popped up from behind the cars, out of a crouch, 
startling him. Deputy Lested said as Suspect McGlothurn was standing up, his hands 
were about shoulder height, and then Suspect McGlothurn started going back into a 
crouch. Deputy Lested described this as Suspect Mclothurn folding his body over. 


Deputy Lested said he yelled at Suspect McGlothurn, "Show me your hands," because 
Suspect McGlothurn's hands were going towards his waist, and Suspect McGlothurn said 
nothing back to him. He said he was drawing his weapon as he said this to Suspect 
McGlothurn, and Suspect McGlothurn came back up with something in his left hand. 
Deputy Lested said it was dark and there were shadows, but he thought that Suspect 
McGlothurn had armed himself. Deputy Lested said he was really scared at that point 
and "snapped" off one round at Suspect McGlothurn. He said he fired his weapon from 
his left side, with his weapon just a little bit higher than his (Deputy Lested) hip. Deputy 
Lested described it as a "kind of a hip shot," and estimated he was 15 to 20 feet away from 
Suspect McGlothurn. Deputy Lested said he was not using his flashlight at the time of 
the shooting, leaving it in his vehicle when he exited. Although he had a flashlight 
mounted on his gun, Deputy Lested said he did not have time to use it. 
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Deputy Lested said he shot from this position because he felt that Suspect McGlothurn 
had armed himself, he was startled and scared, and felt Suspect McGlothurn had the 
jump on him. He said he did not accidentally discharge his weapon and shot only once 
because Suspect McGlothurn immediately fell backward. Deputy Lested said when he 
fired his weapon; Suspect McGlothurn's hands were still near his belt area, being a little 
higher than his waist, and he hoped he was aiming center mass. He said Suspect 
McGlothurn stood straight up, then fell flat on his back on the sidewalk, so he moved up 
on Suspect McGlothurn to see if he had a weapon. He said he noticed a lot of items 
scattered around Suspect McGlothurn, including a black iPod (nano) by Suspect 
McGlothurn's left hand. 


IAB Note: Pictures taken by both IAB investigators and the Crime Lab at 
the scene, during night time hours, appeared to show the iPod nano to be 
dark (black) in color. Pictures taken later that day by the Crime Lab 
showed the iPod to be a purple color (see Exhibit F). 


Deputy Lested said he was checking Suspect McGlothurn to see if he had been hit by the 
bullet and did not see any injuries, so he quickly handcuffed Suspect McGlothurn. He 
said Deputy McFarland approached and they sat Suspect McGlothurn up, and Suspect 
McGlothurn told him, "You motherfucker, you tried to kill me." He said Deputy McFarland 
patted down Suspect McGlothurn, and Deputy Lested stepped away from the situation. 
He said Deputy Abdulfattah put out 998 radio traffic. 


During the incident Deputy Lested said he did not remember Deputy Matthews being to 
the right of him and did not hear anyone tell Suspect McGlothurn to “get down.” 


Deputy John Lested Interview with Altadena Detective Bureau 
апа Detective Sergeant Joel Nebel rom the Altadena Sheriff's Station. 


etective Phillippi summarized their interview in a supplemental report which is contained 
in Exhibit A. 


M was interviewed the morning ofthis incident by Detective Lorraine Phillippi 


During his interview with the above detectives, Deputy Lested said he responded Code 3 
to a burglary now call, with the suspect being described as a male black, and he was 
breaking into cars. He said the area of the incident was El Molino Avenue and 
Sacramento Street, and he was "heightened" up looking for the suspect. 


Deputy Lested said they were flagged down by a male black (older gentleman) on 
Sacramento Street, west of El Molino Avenue, advising them the suspect had run north 
on El Molino Avenue. He said he put the patrol car in reverse and drove north on El 
Molino Avenue and saw other deputies getting out of their cars. 


Deputy Lested said he exited his vehicle with his partner (Deputy Abdulfattah) near two 


parked cars and did not see anything at this point. He said Deputy Abdulfattah was 
saying to watch for crossfire because other deputies were facing them, so he delayed in 
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drawing his weapon. 


Deputy Lested said he heard other deputies yelling "Show me your hands" and he 
thought "Where is he?" because he had not yet seen the suspect. He said he started to 
move towards the parked car when the suspect “popped up" from a crouching position 
with his hands shoulder high. He said this scared and startled him and he thought "Oh 
shit" He said the suspects hands started to drop down and the suspect also crouched a 
“little bit," while in the shadow of the two parked cars. Deputy Lested said the suspect's 
hands went towards his waistband and he became more scared. 


Deputy Lested said the suspect's hands started “coming back up" because he was yelling 
at the suspect to show his hands. He said it looked like the suspect had a dark object in 
his left hand and he thought it could be a firearm. Deputy Lested said he drew his 
weapon and “snapped off" a round at the suspect and the suspect fell to the ground on his 
back. He said he did not tell the suspect to drop what was in hand prior to the shooting 
because it happened so rapidly and he did not feel he had time. 


Deputy Lested said he approached the suspect and saw some items on the ground near 
him, including an iPod or cell phone adjacent to the suspect. 


For further see Deputy Lested's transcribed interview with Detective Phillippi contained in 
this case. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Tareq Abdulfattah 


Deputy Abdulfattah was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He 
was represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Abdulfattah wrote a supplemental 
report regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. 
Deputy Abdulfattah said he was partnered with Deputy Lested the night of this incident 
and he was working overtime. He said he did not usually work as a partner with Deputy 
Lested, but Deputy Lested was one of his past trainees. 


Deputy Abdulfattah said they responded to a burglary in progress call, in which the call 
stated that a male, African-American, wearing a black "hoodie" and fatigue army pants 
was breaking into vehicles near El Molino Avenue and Sacramento Street He said he 
coordinated the call and requested an airship. Due to the fact an LASD airship was 
unavailable, he then requested Pasadena's (City) airship. Deputy Abdulfattah said he 
believed Pasadena (Air 1) arrived after the shooting occurred.

Abdulfattah said as they approached the area they were flagged down by Witness 
a Sacramento Street, west of El Molino Avenue. Witness aid the 
suspect went north on El Molino Avenue and Deputy Lested put the car in reverse to go 
north on EI Molino Avenue Deputy Abdulfattah said several units were already on scene 
(El Molino) and were looking for the suspect. He said he saw Deputy McFarland pointing 
his gun south (El Molino Avenue) and hollering commands at someone, but he did not 
know what McFarland was talking about. 


Deputy Abdulfattah said they stopped in front of Me! Molino, because it looked like 
Deputy McFarland was pointing his gun at someone who was hiding behind the cars, but 
he could not see the suspect. He said they exited their patrol car and Deputy Lested 
walked towards the sidewalk (west) and he (Abdulfattah) yelled “Crossfire, watch for 
crossfire,” because McFarland was coming from the north and Deputy Lested the south, 
and had drawn his weapon. He said when he said this Deputy McFarland side stepped 
to the west and was no longer in the line of fire. 


IAB Note: Deputy Abdulfattah assumed Deputy McFarland side stepped to 
the west because McFarland was no longer in his view and he did not see 
McFarland in the middle of the street. Deputy McFarland stated in his IAB 
interview when he heard “crossfire” he side stepped to the east, to a patrol 
car that was on the east side of El Molino Avenue 


Deputy Abdulfattah said he was about to put out (radio traffic) that they were detaining a 
459 suspect, when he heard a shot. He said he did not know who fired their weapon so 
he asked Deputy Lested, “John, did you fire?” He said Deputy Lested said yes, and he 
(Abdulfattah) put out “998, suspect down" radio traffic because he did not see the suspect 
stand-up and thought the suspect was hit. Deputy Abdulfattah said Deputy Lested 
approached and handcuffed the suspect. 


Deputy Abdulfattah estimated that from the time Deputy Lested un-holstered his gun to 
the time of the shooting was no more than 5-6 seconds. He said he was unsure if Deputy 
Lested was standing on the sidewalk when the shooting occurred and did not know where 
Deputy Matthews was at. 


Deputy Abdulfattah said it was extremely dark at the location, but he was not using the 
flashlight he had on his weapon. He did not hear the suspect say anything prior to or 
after the shooting, nor did he hear any directions being given to the suspect, other than 
Deputy Lested telling the suspect, “Don’t move,” after the shooting occurred. 


Deputy William Winters 


Deputy Winters was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He was 
represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Winters wrote a supplemental report 
regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. Deputy 
Winters said he was partnered with Deputy Scarbrough the night of this incident and was 
working the bookman position. 
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Deputy Winters said they responded to the burglary now call from the 7-Eleven and rolled 
tandem behind Deputies Lested and Abdulfattah. He said they arrived at the location by 
going north on El Molino Avenue, and saw deputies parked on the west side curb line. 
He said he saw one deputy on the street facing southbound with bi n drawn pointing 
towards vehicles that were parked on the west side of the street 1 Molino). 


Deputy Winters said as they drove north on El Molino he heard the deputies yelling, 
"There the guy is," so he looked to his west and saw the suspect crouched down between 
two vehicles. He said he told Deputy Scarbrough to back up their patrol car, to which 
Deputy Scarbrough backed up approximately 10 feet, and they both jumped out. 


IAB Note: Deputy Winters was shown a map of location and based on his 
markings, they stopped their vehicle in the middle of the street, directly in 
front of El Molino Avenue (see Exhibit B). 


Deputy Winters said Deputy Scarbrough ordered the suspect to stand-up and show his 
hands, and the suspect responded by standing-up real quick and had both hands in the 
air. He said he noticed something dark in the left hand of the suspect, but he could not 
see what it was, but also did not think it was a gun. Deputy Winters said he had two 
flashlights on the suspect. Deputy Winters said he heard Deputy Abdulfattah yell “Watch 
your crossfire,” so he repeated this to the deputies north of him (Deputy Winters) who 
were moving south on El Molino Avenue, which caused them to move out of the line of fire 
(to the east). 


IAB Note: Deputy Winters said that he believed one of the deputies 
pointing his gun southbound was Deputy McFarland. 


Deputy Winters said he saw Deputy Lested come around the south side of the first parked 
vehicle the suspect was hiding near and stopped close to the sidewalk. Deputy Winters 
said he (Deputy Winters) was right next to Deputy Scarbrough and that Deputy 
Scarbrough was on his right shoulder to his north. He said he thought Deputy 
Scarbrough had holstered up his gun and was going around to handcuff the suspect, 
because the suspect was keeping his hands up. 


Deputy Winters said he heard Deputy Lested yell, “Show me your hands,” and the 
suspect lowered his hands slowly and bent his body as if to lay down, but then came back 
up, and Deputy Winters heard a “рор.” He described the gunshot as sounding like а 
taser. Deputy Winters said he did not see the suspect reach for his waistband. 


IAB Note: Deputy Winters noted the location of Deputy Lested in Exhibit 
B, by placing an "X" on the map. 


Deputy Winters said the suspect dropped to the ground, and he (Deputy Winters) ran 


around the north side of the parked cars to check on the suspect. He said the suspect 
was yelling, "You shot me. You shot me," and Deputy Lested handcuffed the suspect. 
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Deputy Winters said there were no deputies north of Deputy Lested on the sidewalk when 
the shooting occurred, and that he heard no directions given to the suspect to "get down." 


Deputy Donte Scarbrough 


Deputy Scarbrough was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He 
was represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Scarbrough wrote a supplemental 
report regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. 
Deputy Scarbrough said he was partnered with Deputy Winters the night of this incident 
and was the driver of the vehicle. 


Deputy Scarbrough said they responded to the location regarding a burglary now call and 
came to a stop on EI Molino Avenue. He said there was another patrol unit to his north 
that had identified the suspect's location and was giving hand signs to his whereabouts. 
Deputy Scarbrough said he illuminated the location with his spotlight and saw the 
suspect, to which he turned off the spotlight and exited his vehicle. Deputy Scarbrough 
said he knew Deputies Lested and Abdulfattah were to the south of him and that there 
were two additional units to the north of him. He said he and Deputy Winters were in the 
middle (of the incident) (see Exhibit B). 


Deputy Scarbrough said he used the flashlight on his gun to illuminate the suspect and 
said he could see the suspect through the window of the parked vehicle. He said the 
suspect was kneeling in an attempt to hide himself and Deputy Scarbrough could see the 
top of the suspects head. Deputy Scarbrough said he ordered the suspect to stand up 
with his hands in the air and estimated he was approximately 5 feet from the suspect, with 
the parked car in between them (see pictures in Exhibit F). He said he did not recall 
where Deputy Winters was at this point. 


IAB Note: Deputy Scarbrough noted his location in Exhibit B, by placing 
an "X" on the map. 


Deputy Scarbrough said the suspect started to stand-up with hands partially in the air, 
around shoulder high, and turned his chest towards Deputy Scarbrough. He said he 
recognized the suspect was obeying his commands and said the commands he was 
giving were: "Keep your hands in the air,” “Let me see your hands." Deputy Scarbrough 
said at this point he deemed it was clear to go and apprehend the suspect, but prior to this 
had heard Deputy Abdulfattah warn to watch for a crossfire. 


Deputy Scarbrough said he holstered his weapon and started to walk around the rear of 
the parked vehicle, in a low tactical stance, to apprehend the suspect. He said he took 
his eyes off the suspect at this point and was pretty sure the suspect was being covered 
by other deputies. Deputy Scarbrough said he did not see where Deputy Lested was 
standing because he had been so focused on the suspect and did not tell anyone he was 
going to apprehend the suspect. 
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Deputy Scarbrough said as he got to the rear driver's side bumper of the parked vehicle, 
he heard Deputy Lested yell "Let me see your hands," which made him think Deputy 
Lested had seen something. He said he looked at this point and the suspect was not 
where he initially saw him when he exited his patrol vehicle and saw that the suspect had 
crouched down again. Deputy Scarbrough said this startled him and he started to 
back-up because he figured Deputy Lested had now seen something different. 


Deputy Scarbrough further explained, that when he holstered his gun to apprehend the 
suspect he figured the situation was under control, but when he took his eye off the 
suspect and started going around the vehicle, he said, "I guess Deputy Lested seen [sic] 
something different." (see page 11 of the transcribed interview with Deputy 
Scarbrough) 


Deputy Scarbrough said when he heard Deputy Lested yell the command to the suspect 
he again drew his gun and heard a single gunshot, with-in seconds of backing up. He 
said he was a "yard or two" away from the vehicle when he heard the gunshot and 
assumed that either Deputy Lested had shot or the suspect had shot. He said he did not 
see a muzzle flash. Deputy Scarbrough said the suspect fell onto his back and he saw 
Deputy Lested approach and handcuff the suspect. He said he did not help in the 
apprehending or searching of the suspect. 


Deputy Scarbrough said his report stated that he had a "clear view" of the suspect and 
explained his "clear view" during the incident was through the rear passenger side 
window of the parked vehicle. 


Deputy Sylvester Hardison 


Deputy Hardison was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He was 
represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Hardison wrote a supplemental report 
regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. 

Deputy Hardison said he was partnered with Reserve Deputy Giraco the night of this 
incident. 


Deputy Hardison said he was at Altadena Station when a burglary now call came out, so 
he responded to the location with his partner Rerserve Deputy Giraco, coming in from the 
north on EI Molino Avenue He said an update came out that the suspect was walking 
north on El Molino, so he thought to himself he must have missed the suspect. Deputy 
Hardison said he put his car in reverse and went back north on EI Molino Avenue, 
Stopping around Morada Place. 


Deputy Hardison said he heard Deputy McFarland yelling, "Put your hands up," and saw 
McFarland facing southbound on El Molino Avenue He said he got out of his vehicle and 
did not know where the suspect was. Deputy Hardison said he heard numerous other 
deputies yelling, "Let me see your hands" and "get your hands up," and also heard "Watch 
your crossfire," which caused him to spin around because he did not know where the 
crossfire was occurring. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 12 of 22 $H2374385 


Deputy Hardison said he looked south and remembered seeing a vehicle south of him, 
with guns pointing north and kind of west of him. He said one of the deputies might have 
been Deputy Winters. He said maybe a minute after he arrived on scene he heard a 
shot, and saw Deputy Lested pointing his gun towards the area near the two vehicles 
(where the suspect was hiding). Deputy Hardison said he (Hardison) was still standing 
by his vehicle when the shooting occurred. He said he never saw the suspect until the 
end of the incident. 


Reserve Deputy Peter Giraco 


Deputy Giraco was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 2, 2015. 

Deputy Giraco wrote a supplemental report regarding this non-hit shooting and was 
provided a copy prior to his interview. Deputy Giraco said he was partnered with Deputy 
Hardison the night of this incident. 


Deputy Giraco said they arrived at the location by going south on El Molino Avenue. He 
said they passed Sacramento Street, and Deputy Hardison suddenly put the patrol car in 
reverse and backed up north on EI Molino Avenue approximately 300 feet, and stopped. 
Deputy Giraco said he saw Deputy McFarland to his right, running southbound on El 
Molino Avenue with his weapon drawn, and shouting commands at someone. He said 
he did not know what Deputy McFarland was saying. 


Deputy Giraco said he exited his patrol car (passenger side) and saw two more patrol 
vehicles coming north up EI Molino Avenue He said he heard someone say "Watch out for 
crossfire," or something to that effect, and saw an unknown deputy south of him run west 
towards the suspect. Deputy Giraco said he then heard a gunshot, but did not know if 
his deputy (running west) was the one who shot his weapon or if he was being shot at, so 
he retreated to the rear of his patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Giraco said he was looking at Deputy McFarland when the shooting occurred, 
never saw the suspect (initially) and did not see Deputy Lested shoot his weapon. He 
said it was dark and the lights of the patrol vehicles to the south of him were shining on 
him. Deputy Giraco said from the time he exited his patrol vehicle until he heard the 
gunshot was approximately 3-4 seconds. 


After the shooting occurred, Deputy Giraco said he assisted Deputy McFarland in 
handcuffing and searching Suspect McGlothurn, specifically looking to see if Suspect 
McGlothurn had been shot, or had any weapons. He said he heard Suspect McGlothurn 
say, "Why did you shoot?" He said he saw miscellaneous items around Suspect 
McGlothurn, including a black purse. He said when Deputy McFarland was searching 
Suspect McGlothurn, he did not see Suspect McGlothurn holding a black iPod (nano), nor 
did he see Deputy McFarland take a black iPod (nano) out of Suspect McGlothurn's 
pockets. 
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Reserve Deputy Zachary McFarland 


Deputy McFarland was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 2, 2015. Deputy 
McFarland wrote a supplemental report regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided 
a copy prior to his interview. Deputy McFarland said he was partnered with Deputy 
Moore the night of this incident. 


Deputy McFarland said they responded to the area regarding a male breaking into cars 
along El Molino Avenue, and they arrived from the north, going south on El Molino 
Avenue. He said he saw the suspect, who matched the description in the call, crouched 
behind a vehicle with hands tucked into his waistband, on the west side of the street. 
Deputy McFarland said the suspect's knees were up against his chest and it appeared to 
him that the suspect was trying to make himself as small as possible. 


Deputy McFarland said he exited his patrol car approximately 20 to 30 feet from the 
suspect and had his gun drawn. He said he was detaining the suspect at gunpoint, 
yelling at him to "get his hands up" and "let me see your hands." Deputy McFarland said 
the suspect did not respond to him, so he repeated his commands, and at this time other 
deputies had exited their patrol cars as well. 


Deputy McFarland said there were headlights and spotlights from the vehicles that had 
come north on El Molino Avenue, and he could not tell were the other deputies were at. 
He said he heard someone yell south of him, “Crossfire, crossfire,” and he did not know if 
he was pointing his weapon at another deputy. Because of this, Deputy McFarland said 
he sidestepped to the east side of the street near another patrol vehicle, and his view of 
the suspect became blocked, because the suspect was still crouched down. 


Deputy McFarland said Deputy Lested was approaching the suspect from the south with 
his weapon out and was yelling at the suspect to get his hands up and to remove his 
hands from his jacket. He said he heard one gunshot and saw smoke emitting from 
Deputy Lested’s gun. Deputy McFarland said he did not see Deputy Lested shoot his 
weapon and was looking at the suspects last known location when the shooting occurred. 


Deputy McFarland said he approached the suspect by walking westbound across El 
Molino Avenue and by the time he arrived, Deputy Lested was handcuffing the suspect. 
He said he picked the suspect off the ground and asked him if he was hit. Deputy 
McFarland said the suspect was yelling and screaming, “You guys almost shot me.” He 
said he lifted up the suspect's shirt and the suspect said he was ok. He said the suspect 
had a lot of bulky items on him including a folding knife (see Exhibit F). 


Deputy McFarland said he did not remember finding a black iPod (nano) on the suspect 
when he searched him, nor did he see anything in his hands during the search. 
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Deputy Charles Moore 


Deputy Moore was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He was 
represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Moore wrote a supplemental report 
regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. 

Deputy Moore said he was partnered with Deputy McFarland the night of this incident. 


Deputy Moore said he responded to the burglary now call, with his partner Deputy 
McFarland, from Altadena Station, and south on EI Molino Avenue. As they arrived on 
scene, Deputy Moore said Deputy McFarland said he saw the suspect, and motioned 
toward the west curb line near some parked vehicles. 


Deputy Moore said he stopped his patrol car approximately 15 feet from the first parked 
car Е! Molino), and Deputy McFarland immediately exited toward the front bumper 
of their patrol car. He said he saw other patrol vehicles coming north on ЕІ Molino 
Avenue with their headlights on, and heard Deputy McFarland yelling, "Let me see your 
hands.' He said he could not see the suspect and yelled to McFarland to hold his 
position, but Deputy McFarland did not hear him. 


Deputy Moore said because of the vehicles that came from the south onto ЕІ Molino 
Avenue, he was concerned about a crossfire situation, so he went to grab Deputy 
McFarland, and saw the suspect standing up but did not see his hands. 


Deputy Moore said when he went to grab Deputy McFarland, he heard someone yell, 
"Watch your crossfire.” Deputy Moore said Deputy McFarland heard this and they 
started backing up towards Deputy Hardison's vehicle (east of their vehicle) and 
positioned themselves on the east side of it (see Exhibit B). He said he then heard a 
gunshot and looked to where the suspect had been, and saw the suspect go to the 
ground. 


Deputy Moore said he went to approach the suspect, saw him lying face down and yelled 
out for someone to handcuff him. He said the suspect was handcuffed, searched and 
the suspect said something Moore could not remember. 


Deputy Moore said he did not see the shooting and did not know Deputy Lested had been 
involved, until after the suspect had been handcuffed. 


Deputy Leticia Garcia 


Deputy Garcia was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 11, 2015. She was 
represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Garcia wrote a supplemental report 
regardi is.non-hit shooting on March 11, 2015, at the direction of Lieutenant Robert 
Lewis заш She provided Internal Affairs bureau investigators а сору of this report 
and stated the reason she was directed to write the report was because the call (Burglary 
Now) showed she went "97" (was at the scene). 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 15 of 22 $H2374385 


Deputy Garcia said she responded to the burglary call from the 7-Eleven at AltaDena 
Drive and Washington Boulevard. While traveling to the location, Deputy Garcia said 
she believed the last update she received, was that the suspect was heading southbound 
on El Molino Avenue at Sacramento Street, heading towards Woodbury Road. She said 
she was directed to check the area of Woodbury Road, west of El Molino Avenue, by 
Deputy Abdulfattah. 


Deputy Garcia said she believed, that when she arrived at Woodbury Road and EI Molino, 
she put herself "97," (at the scene) and was checking that area when the "998" (Deputy 
involved shooting) call was put out on the radio. She said she was on Woodbury Road, 
just west of El Molino and made a U-turn to respond to the location of the shooting. 


Deputy Garcia said when she arrived on scene she saw Deputy McFarland and Deputy 
Giraco searching the suspect on the sidewalk. She said she went to where the deputies 
were and assisted by checking the suspect for any wounds or injuries. She said she did 
this by lifting the suspect's shirt and did not see any injuries. 


Deputy Garcia said she left the location shortly thereafter due to an emergent spousal 
abuse call that was dispatched and was her handle with an assisting Crescenta Valley 
Station unit. 


Deputy Benjamin Matthews 


Deputy Matthews was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau on March 3, 2015. He was 
represented by Leslie Wilcox for ALADS. Deputy Matthews wrote a first report 
(SH-AD-49) regarding this non-hit shooting and was provided a copy prior to his interview. 


Deputy Matthews said he was working a one person unit the night of this incident and 
responded to the burglary now call from the same 7-Eleven Deputy Lested responded 
from. He said he was west on Sacramento Street just a little behind Deputies Lested and 
Abdulfattah, when he passed El Molino Avenue. Deputy Matthews said Deputy 
Abdulfattah put out radio traffic that the suspect was heading north on EI Molino Street, so 
he put his vehicle in reverse and waited for the cars behind him to clear, and then headed 
up north on EI Molino Avenue 


Deputy Matthews said he had a patrol car in front of him, be[eving it to be Deputies 
Lested and Abdulfattah's car, and stopped behind them nea El Molino. He said he 
saw a deputy (McFarland) near the sidewalk facing south with his gun out, so he exited 
his vehicle and saw the back of someone's head crouching down behind the vehicles 
facing northbound. 


Deputy Matthews said Deputy Lested was at the front bumper of the first parked vehicle 
the suspect was hiding behind and he (Deputy Matthews) was just behind Deputy Lested. 
He said he did not remember seeing Deputy Lested with his gun out and he was not 
communicating with Deputy Lested. 
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Deputy Matthews said he could not see the suspect's hands because it was dark, so he 
had his gun drawn, and heard Deputy Scarbrough telling the suspect to show his hands 
and to "get down." He said he heard Deputy Abdulfattah say to watch the crossfire and 
heard Deputy Lested say something to the suspect but did not remember exactly what he 
said. Deputy Matthews said the suspect started to get down on the ground but then 
"popped up," which startled Deputy Matthews. He said in his mind at this point he 
needed to get a clear shot at the suspect, so he took a step to his right, just off Deputy 
Lested's right shoulder, two feet behind Deputy Lested. 


IAB Note: Deputy Matthews said he did not recall anyone telling the 
suspect to stand up. 


When he did this, Deputy Matthews said he heard a gunshot, and thought to himself "Oh 
shit, | just AD'd," but then realized it was not him who shot. He said he saw the suspect 
lying flat on the ground on his back and thought to himself, that someone just shot the 
suspect, but said he did not see Deputy Lested shoot his gun. Deputy Matthews said he 
knew it was Deputy Lested who shot, because everyone (Deputies) was looking at 
Deputy Lested. Deputy Matthews said he heard Deputy Abdulfattah put out radio traffic 
and saw Deputy Lested handcuff the suspect. Deputy Matthews did not believe he was 
using his flashlight during the incident. 


Deputy Matthews said when the suspect "popped up" he had his hands in the air, but then 
brought them down to about his (suspect's) nipple line. He said the suspect had 
something in his left hand to which he saw a reflection of light come off of it, thinking it was 
something flat. He said this item turned outto be an iPod (nano), but he did not know this 
at that time, because it was dark. Deputy Matthews said he did not know if the item was 
a weapon, but said he felt threatened by it.

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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 
Marcus Suspect McGlothurn 


Suspect McGlothurn was interviewed on February 12, 2015, by Sergeant Patrick 
Mannion and Sergeant Catrina Khasaempanth of the Internal Affairs Bureau. 


Suspect McGlothurn said he was squatting down hiding behind a gray car because he 
saw the police (deputies) coming, and he had broken into someone's car. He said the 
deputies were coming from both directions. 


Suspect McGlothurn said he saw a deputy get out of his car and the deputy, who had his 
gun drawn, told him to put his hands up. He said they were making eye contact and he 
(Suspect McGlothurn) had his hands up, while strait up on his knees, and was told to "get 
down.” He said he was then told (while on his knees) to “get up," so he stood up with his 
hands up, above his shoulders and he was then shot. He said he did not reach for his 
waistband or any pockets, but his iPod (nano) did fall out of his pocket when he was shot 
at. Suspect McGlothurn said there was a lot of deputies telling him to put his hands up 
and also to get down. 


Suspect McGlothurn was asked where his hands were at when he was shotat. Suspect 
McGlothurn said, "Above my head. Above my shoulders, for sure.” Suspect 
McGlothurn was asked later in his interview if he was told to stand-up. He said, "Well, 
not really, he was like put your hands up. Like get out. No, he didn'tstand up. He was 
like put your hands up, put your hands ир. I'm on the floor, sol got ир. I’m up for like a 
good second, it wasn't like, | got up and he shot me. | was up for a good second. And 
he shot." 


Suspect McGlothurn said the deputy shot at him once and he acted like he was hit, falling 
back to the ground. He said this was where his iPod (nano) fell out of his jacket pocket. 
Suspect McGlothurn said he was handcuffed and the paramedics came to the location to 
check on him. 


IAB Note: In his interview with Altadena Detective iW И 
Phillippi, Suspect McGlothurn seemed to contradict himself when he said 
about the iPod (nano), "I had it in my hand -- well, no. It was like -- yeah, it 
fell out of my pocket." (see page 25 of Suspect McGlothurn's transcribed 
interview with the above detectives.) Later in this interview, Suspect 
McGlothurn stuck to his story, saying he had nothing in his hands. 


Suspect McGlothurn said he was standing up completely for a “good second,” with his 


hands in the air when he was shot at. He denied reaching for his pockets or having 
anything in his hands. When asked to clarify where his hands were at when the deputy 
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(Deputy Lested) first saw him, he said his hands were out in front of him, near his waist 
band, because he was getting up onto his knees. 


IAB Note: While explaining his actions above, Suspect McGlothurn reached for 
his waistband and was asked about this by this investigator. Suspect McGlothurn 
was adamant that he did not reach for his waistband during the incident (see page 
13 of Suspect McGlothurn's transcribed interview). 


Suspect McGlothurn said he had not been drinking alcohol or doing drugs the night of the 
incident. He said he did not have a history of mental illness and was not under the care 
of a doctor. Suspect McGlothurn did not believe he did anything that would make the 
deputy (Deputy Lested) believe he was arming himself with a weapon.

he morning of this incident. Detective ummarized their 
interview in a supplemental report which is contained in Exhibit A. 


During his interview with the above detectives, Suspect McGlothurn admitted to stealing 
items from open vehicles in the area when the police arrived on scene. He said he had 
heard the sirens and saw headlights far off (in the distance) so he hid behind the vehicles 
(on El Molino Avenue). Suspect McGlothurn said he saw three to four patrol vehicles on 
the street with one going past him and two stopping. 


Suspect McGlothurn said he was nervous when the police arrived and was given orders 
to "get down,” “get up,” and “put your hands up." He said he was lying flat on his stomach 
and was told to get up so he did with his hands up above his head, and then was shot at. 
He said he had nothing in his hands, including his iPod (nano), but he had items, including 
a pocket knife, in his pockets. Suspect McGlothurn said he did not know why the deputy 
shot at him. 


IAB Note: Suspect McGlothurn seemed to contradict himself later in his 
interview when he said about the iPod (nano), "I had it in my hand -- well, 
no. lt was like -- yeah, it fell out of my pocket." (see page 25 of Suspect 
McGlothurn's transcribed interview with the above detectives.) 


Suspect McGlothurn said he immediately fell to the ground when he was shot at because 
he did not want to be shot again. He said when he fell to the ground his iPod (nano) fell 
out of his jacket pocket close to his hand. Suspect McGlothurn said he did not reach for 
his iPod in his jacket prior to falling to the ground and nothing else was falling out of his 
pockets that he would reach for, prior to being shot at. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lested said the iPod (nano) was lying near Suspect 


McGlothurn's left hand (see Exhibit F for a picture) when he approached 
Suspect McGlothurn to handcuff him. 
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Suspect McGlothurn said the deputy who shot him was approximately 10 feet from him 
and he could see him approaching him and *drawing," prior to this.
